O R D E R

On July 11, 2001, William M. Duncan applied for Commission approval of his 

proposed acquisition of the outstanding stock of Cool Waterworks, Inc. and subsequent 

transfer of that utility’s assets to Center Ridge Water District, Inc.  KRS 278.020(5) 

requires that the Commission take action upon this application within 60 days unless it 

is necessary, for good cause shown, to continue the application.

Having reviewed the application, the Commission finds that, due to the 

complexity of the proposed transaction, the lack of transferor’s records, and the need to 

consider additional Commission action upon completion of the proposed transfer, it is 

necessary to continue the application for an additional 60 days.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that William M. Duncan’s application is continued 

an additional 60 days.
